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CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


Buyers and Sellers are requested to read carefully the explanation of cataloguing practice and the Conditions set out below which contain the 
terms on which Christie’s, the fine art auctioneers, conducts sales and handles other related matters.

THE BUYER 


Christie’s as agent 
Save as otherwise appears, Christie’s acts only as agent for the Seller. 


The Buyer 

(a) The Buyer shall be the highest bidder acceptable to Christie’s and Christie’s shall have absolute discretion to settle any dispute; 

(b) every bidder shall be deemed to act as principal unless Christie’s has, before the date of the auction, acknowledged in writing that 
the bidder is acting as agent on behalf of a disclosed principal; 

(c) every bidder shall complete and sign a Registration Form before the date of the auction. 


Catalogue Descriptions 

(a) Any representation or statement by Christie’s in the catalogue as to the authorship, origin, date, age, attribution, genuineness, 
provenance, condition or estimated selling price of any Lot is a statement of opinion only. Any illustrations in the catalogue are 
solely for the guidance of prospective Buyers and are not to be relied upon in terms of tone or colour or necessarily to reveal 
imperfections in any Lot; 

(b) in addition, many Lots are of an age or nature which precludes their being in pristine condition and some descriptions in the 
catalogue make reference to damage and/or restoration. Such information is given for guidance only and the absence of such a 
reference does not imply that a Lot is free from defects nor does any reference to particular defects imply the absence of others; 

(c) buyers must satisfy themselves as to all matters referred to in (a) and (b) above by inspection or otherwise prior to the date of the 
auction. The attention of buyers is also drawn to the explanation of cataloguing practice contained in the catalogue. 


Premium 
The Buyer shall pay to Christie’s a premium of 10 per cent of the Hammer Price together with VAT at the standard rate thereon and the 
Buyer acknowledges that Christie’s may also receive commission from the Seller in accordance with Condition B4. 


Value Added Tax 
In the case of a lot marked with a dagger [T] in the catalogue, VAT is payable on the Hammer Price, refundable on proof of export. 
VAT is payable at the rates prevailing on the date of the auction. 


Currency Converter 

For the guidance of buyers a currency converter will be operated at some auctions based on the rates of exchange quoted to Christie’s by 
Lloyds Bank Plc on the last banking day before the date of the auction. Christie’s shall not accept any responsibility in the event of error 
on the currency converter whether in the foreign currency equivalent of bids in pounds sterling or a 


Payment 

Upon sale of a lot, the Buyer shall: 

(a) unless he has already done so, give to Christie’s his name and address and, if so required by Christie’s, his bank or other suitable 
references; 

(b) pay to Christie’s the Purchase Price within seven days from the date of sale, notwithstanding that, where the Buyer wishes to 
export the Lot, an export licence may be required. 


Collection of Purchases 

(a) The property in a Lot shall not pass to the Buyer until he has paid the Purchase Price in full and no Lot may be taken away during 
the auction, nor may any Lot be taken away until the Purchase Price has been paid in full. 

(b) the Buyer shall remove at his expense any Lot purchased by him within seven days from the sale; 

(c) the Buyer shall be responsible for any removal, storage and insurance charges on any Lot not taken away within seven working 
days after the date of the auction; 

(d) any packing and handling of purchased Lots by Christie’s staff is undertaken solely as a service to buyers, and will only be 
undertaken at Christie’s discretion and at the Buyer’s risk. Christie’s shall not be liable in any event for any damage to glass or 
frames, irrespective of cause. In addition, Christie’s shall not be liable for any errors or omissions or damage caused by packers and 
shippers that Christie’s has recommended to buyers. 


Responsibility for purchased Lots 

A purchased Lot shall be at the Buyer’s risk in all respects from the time of collection or the expiry of seven days from the date of sale, 
whichever is the sooner, and neither Christie’s nor its employees nor agents shall thereafter be liable for any loss or damage of any kind, 
whether caused by negligence or otherwise, while any Lot is in or under their respective custody or control. 


Remedies for non-payment or failure to collect purchases 

If a Buyer fails either to pay for or to take away any Lot, Christie’s shall, without further notice to the Buyer and at its absolute 

discretion and without prejudice to any other rights or remedies it may have, be entitled to exercise one or more of the following rights 

or remedies: 

(a) to issue proceedings against the Buyer for damages for breach of contract; 

(b) to rescind the sale of that or any other Lots sold to the Buyer at the same or any other auction; 

(c) to resell the Lot or cause it to be resold by public or private sale. Any deficiency in the Purchase Price resulting from such resale 
(after giving credit for any payment) together with full costs incurred in connection with the Lot shall be paid to Christie’s by the 
Buyer and any surplus over the Proceeds of Sale shall belong to the Seller and in this Condition the expression ‘Proceeds of Sale’ 
shall have the same meaning in relation to a sale by private treaty as it has in relation to a sale by auction: 

(d) to store the Lot or cause it to be stored whether at its own premises or elsewhere at the sole expense of the Buyer, and to release the 
Lot only after payment in full of the Purchase Price, the accrued cost of removal, storage and insurance and all other costs incurred 
in connection with the Lot; 

(ec) to charge interest on the Purchase Price at the rate of 2 per cent above Lloyds Bank Plc base rate to the extent that it remains unpaid 
for more than seven days from the date of sale; 

(f) to retain that or any other Lot sold to the Buyer at the same or any other auction and release the same only after payment of the 
Purchase Price; 

(g) to apply any proceeds of sale of any Lot then due or at any time thereafter becoming due to the Buyer towards settlement of the 
Purchase Price and Expenses, and Christie’s shall be entitled to a lien on any property of the Buyer which is in Christie’s possession 
for any purpose; 

(h) to apply any payments by the Buyer to Christie’s towards any sums owing from the Buyer to Christie’s or to any associated 
company of Christie’s without regard to any directions of the Buyer or his agent, whether express or implied.

Guarantee 

(a) Subject to the obligations accepted by Christie’s under this Condition, none of the Seller, Christie’s, its employees or agents 1s 
responsible for the correctness of any statement as to the authorship, origin, date, age, attribution, genuineness or provenance of 
any Lot, for any other errors of description or for any faults or defects in any Lot and no warranty whatsoever is given by the 
Seller, Christie’s, its employees or agents in respect of any Lot and any express or implied conditions or warranties are hereby 
excluded; 

(b) if, within eight days of the date of the auction (1) Christie’s has received notice in writing from the Buyer of any Lot that in his 
view the Lot is a Forgery, (2) within five days of such notice, Christie’s has the Lot in its possession in the same condition as at the 
date of the auction and (3) within a reasonable time thereafter, the Buyer satisfies Christie’s that the Lot is a Forgery and that the 
Buyer is able to transfer a good and marketable title to the Lot free from any liens or encumbrances, Christie’s will set aside the sale 
and refund to the Buyer any amount paid by the Buyer in respect of the Lot provided that the Buyer shall have no rights under this 
Condition if: 

(1) the catalogue description at the date of the auction was in accordance with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars or 
experts or fairly satieated there to be a conflict of such opinion; or 

(2) it can be established that the Lot is a Forgery only by means of a scientific process not generally accepted for use until after 
publication of the catalogue or by means of a process which at the date of the auction was unreasonably expensive or 
impractical or likely to have caused damage to the Lot; 

(c) the Buyer shall not be entitled to claim under this Condition for more than the amount paid by him for the Lot and in particular 
shall have no claim for any loss, consequential loss or damage whether direct or indirect suffered by him; 

(d) the benefit of this guarantee shall not be assignable and shall rest solely and exclusively in the Buyer who shall be the person to 
whom the original invoice was made out by Christie’s in respect of the Lot when sold and who has since the sale retained 
uninterrupted, unencumbered ownership thereof. 


Commission bids 
Prospective buyers are advised to attend at the auction. Christie’s will, however, if so instructed execute bids on their behalf, but 
neither Christie's nor its employees nor agents shall be liable for any neglect or default in so doing or for failure to do so. 
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THE SELLER 


Christie’s discretion 

Christie’s shall have absolute discretion as to the following: 

(a) whether to offer any Lot for sale or not; 

(b) whether the Lot is suitable for sale by Christie’s and if so as to the place and date of sale, the conditions of sale and the manner in 
which such sale is conducted; 

(c) the description of any Lot in the catalogue; 

(d) whether the views of any expert shall be obtained (including submission of items of precious metal to the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths and/or the London Assay Office); and 

(ce) the illustration of any Lot in the catalogue which will be at the Seller’s expense up to a maximum of £80 for black and white and 
£450 for colour (together with any VAT chargeable thereon). 


Warranty and Indemnity 

(a) The Seller warrants to Christie’s and to the Buyer that he has and will be able to transfer good and marketable title to the Lot free 
from all liens and encumbrances; 

(b) the Seller shall indemnify Christie’s, its employees and agents and the Buyer against all claims made or proceedings brought by 
persons entitled or purporting to be entitled to the Lot and (2) shall reimburse Christie’s on demand for all payments, costs, 
expenses or any other loss or damage whatsoever made, incurred or suffered as a result of any breach by the Seller of (a) above. 


Reserves 

(a) All Lots will be offered subject to a reserve as agreed in writing between Christie’s and the Seller and, once a reserve has been 
agreed, it may be changed only with the consent of Christie’s; 

(b) the Seller shall not bid for his property nor employ any person to bid for him and Christie’s alone shall have the right to bid on 
behalf of the Seller up to the amount of the reserve; 

(c) if a reserve is placed in a currency other than sterling, such a reserve will be calculated at the closing rate of exchange quoted to 
Christie’s by Lloyds Bank Plc on the last banking day before the date of the auction, the certificate in writing of Christie’s as to 
such rate to be conclusive; 


Commission and Expenses 

(a) The Seller authorises Christie’s to deduct commission at the Published Rates and Expenses from the Hammer Price and, 
notwithstanding that Christie’s is his agent, acknowledges that Christie’s may retain the premium payable by the Buyer in 
accordance with Condition A4; 

(b) if Lot fails to reach its reserve, the Seller authorises Christie’s to deduct unsold commission at the Published Rates calculated on 
the last bid for the Lot and Expenses.

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Insurance 

(a) Unless otherwise instructed by the Seller, all Lots (except for motor vehicles) will automatically be covered by insurance under 
Christie’s own Fine Arts-Policy for such sum as Christie’s shall from time to time in its absolute discretion estimate; 

(b) the rate of insurance premium payable by the Seller is 1 per cent of the Hammer Price plus VAT. The sum for which a Lot is 
covered for insurance under this Condition will not constitute and shall not be relied upon by the Seller as a representation, 
warranty or guarantee as to the value of the Lot or that it will, if and when sold by Christie’s, be sold for such amount. Such 
insurance will subsist until payment is due or, in the case of Lots Bought in or otherwise unsold, until the expiry of seven days 
after the receipt by the Seller of notice from Christie’s requiring the Seller to collect; 

(c) if the Seller instructs Christie’s not to insure a Lot, it shall at all times remain at the risk of the Seller who hereby undertakes (1) to 
indemnify Christie’s against all claims made or proceedings brought against Christie’s in respect of loss or damage to the Lot of 
whatever nature howsoever and wheresoever occuring and in any circumstances even where negligence is alleged or proven (2) to 
reimburse Christie’s on demand for all payments, costs or expenses made, incurred or suffered by Christie’s in consequence 
thereof or arising therefrom. Any payment which Christie’s shall make in respect of such loss or damage or payments, costs or 
expenses shall be binding upon the Seller and shall be accepted by the Seller as conclusive evidence that Christie’s was liable to 
make such payment (3) to notify any insurer of the existence of the indemnity contained in this Condition; 

(d) Christie’s does not accept responsibility for Lots damaged by woodworm or by changes in atmospheric conditions and Christie’s 
shall not be liable for such damage nor for any other damage to glass or to picture Fes 


Rescission of the Sale 

If before the Proceeds of Sale have been paid to the Seller, Christie’s receives notice from the Buyer under Condition A 11(b) that, in the 
Buyer’s view, the Lot is a Forgery, and Christie’s agrees with that view, Christie’s will rescind the sale and refund to the Buyer any 
amount paid to Christie’s in respect of the Lot. 


Payment of Proceeds of Sale 

(a) Christie’s shall pay the Proceeds of Sale to the Seller one month after the date of sale if Christie’s has by then been paid the Purchase 
Price in full by the Buyer and Christie’s has not received any notice from the Buyer under Condition A 11(b); 

(b) if by the due date Christie’s has not received the Purchase Price in full from the Buyer, then Christie’s will pay the Proceeds of Sale 
within seven working days after the date on which the Purchase Price in full is received from the Buyer; 

(c) if before the Purchase Price is paid in full by the Buyer, Christie’s pays the Seller an amount equal to the Proceeds of Sale, property 
in the Lot shall pass to Christie’s; 

(d) in the case of overseas Sellers, the Proceeds of Sale will be paid to the Seller in such currency available to Christie’s as may be 
agreed provided that the Seller specifies to Christie’s in writing before the date of the auction the currency required. The sum to be 
paid to the Seller shall be calculated at the rate of exchange for the Proceeds of Sale quoted to Christie’s by Lloyds Bank Plc on the 
date of the auction, the certificate in writing of Christie’s as to such rate being conclusive. If no currency is specified and agreed, 
the Proceeds of Sale will be paid in the currency of the country where the Seller has his address as notified to Christie’s or at 
Christie’s absolute discretion in sterling. 


Collection of the Purchase Price 

If the Buyer fails to pay to Christie’s the Purchase Price within one month after the date of sale, Christie’s will endeavour to take the 
Seller’s instructions as to the appropriate course of action to be taken and, so far as in Christie’s opinion is practicable, will assist the 
seller to recover the Purchase Price from the Buyer save that Christie’s shall not be obliged to issue proceedings against the Buyer in its 
own name. Notwithstanding the foregoing, Christie’s reserves the right and is hereby authorised at the Seller’s expense, and in each 
case at Christie’s absolute discretion, to agree special terms for payment of the Purchase Price, to remove, store and insure the Lot sold, 
to settle claims made by or against the Buyer on such terms as Christie’s shall think fit, to take such steps as are necessary to collect 
monies due from the Buyer to the Seller and, if appropriate, to set aside the sale and refund money to the Buyer. 


Charges for withdrawn Lots 

The Seller may withdraw a Lot at any time prior to the auction but, once the catalogue including the Lot has been printed, a charge of 
10 per cent of the reserve together with any VAT chargeable thereon and Expenses shall become payable or, if there is no reserve, a 
charge of 10 per cent of the figure at which the Lot has been valued for insurance (as determined by Christie’s) together with any VAT 
chargeable thereon and Expenses. 


Unsold Lots 

Lots Bought in or otherwise unsold by auction must be collected at the seller's expense within the period of two months after receipt by 
the Seller of notice from Christie’s requiring him to collect. Upon the expiry of such period Christie’s shall have the right to sell such 
Lots by public or private sale and on such terms as it thinks fit and to deduct from the Proceeds of Sale any sum owing to Christie’s 
including (without limitation) removal, storage and insurance expenses, Expenses with regard to the prior auction, unsold commission 
at the Published Rates in respect of the prior auction and all other reasonable expenses before remitting the balance to the Seller or, if he 
cannot be traced, placing it in a bank account in the name of Christie’s for the Seller. Lots returned at the Seller’s request shall be 
returned at his risk and expense and will not be insured in transit unless Christie’s is otherwise instructed by the Seller. In this Condition 
the word ‘Seller’ includes a consignor of property and the expression ‘Proceeds of Sale’ shall have the same meaning in relation to a sale 
by private treaty as it has in relation to a ne by auction.

Terms of Sale 


Seller’s Commission:

Buyer’s Premium:

Value Added Tax (VAT)

Later he skilfully manoeuvred his gun to engage an enemy 
spandau whose fire had pinned down two inf. pls. to their 
ground. The gun was silenced and the crew killed or wounded. 
_.. his Vickers gun was the only automatic weapon in the 
forward position. Any exposure above the crest immediately 
drew intense M.G. fire. He at once saw the Inf. were being 
forced to give ground. Without a thought for his own safety 
._. . he moved the gun into position . . . where he could bring 
direct fire to bear upon the enemy. This action halted the 
enemy’s advance and enabled the Inf. to withdraw to a more 
commanding feature. Pte Crowhurst remained in this position 
for two hours. 

A strong party of the enemy had worked their way round the 
rear of the 5 Seaforths . . . he again manoeuvred his gun with 
great skill. His first burst of fire had a most devastating effect 
on the enemy ... their advance was halted . . . when the 
situation had been restored Pte Crowhurst immediately 
volunteered to rescue wounded who were lying in an exposed 
position under enemy observation. Under very heavy fire he 
worked his way forward and brought a seriously wounded 
man back to safety. 

Pte Crowhurst set a magnificent example of personal courage, 
with utter disregard for his personal safety, and devotion to 
duty after 48 hrs of bitter fighting. His coolness and 
determination and the great skill he displayed . . . was on at 
least two occasions responsible for halting a determined enemy 
advance and ensuring the safe withdrawl of the Inf.” (Sicily)

Sir Alfred arrived in Capetown, 5th May, 1897 with an open 
mind regarding the disputes between Boer and Briton; he 
attempted to effect friendly and informal relations with 
President Kruger and in the following year he concluded that 
the solution to South Africa’s political troubles was, reform in 
the Transvaal or war. The difficulties of Milner’s task were set 


against the background of the Jameson Raid, made a year 
before his appointment. This intrusion into the South African 
Republic by 500 men under Dr. L. S. Jameson a close friend of 
Cecil Rhodes, set British South Africans apart from 
Afrikaaners, restored President Kruger’s popularity among his 
burghers, restricted any action by the Imperial Government 
and ended forever the hope of Cecil Rhodes for a peaceful 
federation. For his brilliant statesmanship, Sir Alfred was 
created Baron Milner, May, 1901 and was further created 
Viscount Milner, July, 1902 (G.C.M.G., 1897; G.C.B., 1901); 
Minister without portfolio and a member of Lloyd George’s 
War Cabinet, 1916-18; Secretary of State for War, April 
1918-19; after the German offensive, March, 1918, he took 
it upon himself to enforce a unity of allied command— 
General Foch was made Supreme Commander, Western 
Front—this proved to be the turning point of the war 
(Ke G92) 


Lord Milner played a leading and a decisive role during two of 
the most critical periods in recent British history

Lawrence describes Winterton in Seven Pillars of Wisdom as 
“our last found recruit; an experienced officer from Buxton’s 
Camel Corps”. Lord Winterton joined Lawrence, September 
1918 and, with him, took part in many of the operations 
leading up to the capture of Damascus; these included reckless 
armoured car sorties, blowing up sections of the Hejaz railway 
and the general destruction of Turkish lines of communication. 
Lawrence relates the story of one sortie to destroy a heavily 
defended railway bridge south of Mafrak, 24th September 
1918: 

“ . . My plan was to run under it in the car till the vault enabled 
us to lay the charge against the pier in shelter. So I transferred 
myself to an armoured car, put sixty pounds of gun-cotton on 
the back-board, and told the driver to push in under the arch. 

Winterton and Jemil came behind in the supporting 
car. ‘It’s very hot’, groaned Jemil. ‘It’s going to be still 
hotter where we’re going’, replied Winterton, as we drew 
in slowly over indifferent ground with aimless shells falling 
about. We were picking our way forward, about fifty yards 
from the bank, with enough machine-gun bullets for a week’s 
fighting rattling off our armour, when someone from behind 
the line bowled a hand grenade at us. 

This new condition made impossible my plan of getting 
under the bridge. For one thing, a hit on the back of the car 
would have set off our gun-cotton and blown us to blazes; for 
another, the car was helpless against a lobbed grenade. So we 
drew off, perplexed to understand this defence lavished on a bit 
of railway, and much interested, indeed amused, at worthy 
opposition after so long ease.”

He entered the magazine through dense smoke 
and steam and removed a case of cordite which was red hot and 
smouldering and threw it into the water which was flooding 
the magazine. This action, undertaken in circumstances of 
grave danger with a complete disregard of personal safety, 
probably prevented a major disaster. 

The Second Officer and Carpenter Whyte showed courage 
and coolness in promptly and successfully attacking the fire in 
and around the magazine, opening the magazine flooding valve 
which was close to the magazine and so flooding the 
compartment. 

The Additional Chief Officer was the Gunnery Officer of the 
ship and the spirited defence put up during many enemy attacks 
was mainly due to his high qualities of organisation, efficiency 
and devotion to duty. He also took part in the fire-fighting 
operations when the vessel was hit and helped to remove the 
dead and injured while the ship was still under attack. 

The Third Engineer Officer and the Junior Engineer 
Officer showed courage and devotion to duty in the face 
of great danger. Mr. Sless remained at his post in the 
engine-room while the ship was undergoing heavy 
attack. When the vessel was hit and the magazine was on 
fire, Mr. Bland ran down to the engine-room to assist Mr. 
Sless in speeding up the fire pumps and in shutting off 
steam from the burst pipes”’

Operation Pedestal, August 1942 

An armada of two battleships, four aircraft carriers, twelve 
cruisers and forty destroyers were deployed to protect the Ohio 
and thirteen other merchant ships on “Operation Pedestal”’ 
which was known by the enemy to be the last chance to relieve 
Malta. Twenty-one U-boats, twenty-three E-boats and over 
five hundred aircraft relentlessly attacked the British force. 
After three days of dogged resolution, blazing courage and 
heavy casualties, five merchantmen including the Ohio 
survived to reach Malta. The Ohio, her back broken and 
sinking, entered harbour on the morning of the 15th. August 
and the fuel which she carried enabled air strikes to be restarted 
at a crucial time. Thus, the Ohio passed into history

D.C.M. London Gazette 31.8.44. Sergt. “At Briquessard on 
17th June 1944, Sergeant Chambers was in command of a 
Medium Machine Gun section during the attack by the enemy 
on positions held by 1/6 Bn. Queen’s R.R. During the whole 
attack which lasted from 12.00 hrs. until dark, the example set 
by this Sergeant was magnificent. He personally directed the 
fire of his guns with complete disregard for his own safety, and 
inflicted heavy casualties on the enemy, although his position 
was under continuous mortar and artillery fire. On one 
occasion enemy snipers in trees were giving considerable 
trouble, and Sergeant Chambers walked forward in front 
of his section position witha Bren gun, utterly regardless 
of very heavy fire, and standing up in full view, firing 
from the hip, he shot down several of the snipers. Later, he 
took one MMG to a flank by himself and waited until the 
advancing enemy were within 80 yards. He then opened fire 
and forced what was left of them to retire in complete disorder. 
His utter fearlessness and courage in directing his guns resulted 
in heavy casualties to the enemy.” 


MM. London Gazette 18.2.43. Corpl. (acting). “At Garawla, 
on 27th July 1942, he was No. 1 of a Machine Gun of a section 
engaged in a night attack on the enemy lines. Heavy enemy fire 
was encountered and Corporal Chambers coolly kept his gun 
in action although the truck from which he was firing was hit 
nine times. He continued until ordered to cease fire. This is 
typical of the fine fighting spirit of this N.C.O. Throughout 
this campaign and before he has shown a complete disregard 
for his personal safety, and his courage and cheerfulness have 
been a fine example to all around him. Corporal Chambers has 
been in constant action with the enemy from June to 
September, 1942.”

Sergeant Chambers has continually distinguished himself in 
action and under fire. In particular, during the operations of 
“Griff Force’, on 21st January, 1943 after the platoon had 
worked its way through the Tarhuna Hills which brought it 
out to the plain North of them. Sergeant Chambers made a 
reconnaissance of the road Tarhuna—Castel Benito, which 
necessitated a crawl of a mile and a half under full view of the 
enemy position situated on the top of the hills about a thousand 
yards away to the South. This reconnaissance well behind the 
enemy’s lines enabled him to find a covered approach for the 
platoon and also an excellent target including a party of what 
appeared to be officers of high rank who were equipped with 
large maps and appeared to be issuing orders or deciding 
dispositions; this and other targets were engaged at a range of 
950 yards with immediate and satisfactory results. That the 
enemy were completely surprised and had many casualties was 
largely due to the initiative and courage shown by Sergeant 
Chambers during his extensive and arduous reconnaisance.”

Chief Engine Room Artificer Leonard Charles Allen, 
entered the Royal Australian Navy joining the Submarine A.E1. 
(see lot 264); transferred to A.E2. but fortunately was not 
aboard the vessel when sunk by the Turkish Navy in the 
Dardanelles; seconded to the Royal Navy for service in the 
submarine E.11.; he took part in attacks against Turkish 
merchant shipping in the Sea of Marmora. Commanded by 
Lieutenant Commander Martin Nasmith, the E.11. spent 
ninety-six days in Turkish waters harrying the lines of 
communication out of Constantinople and destroying 101 
enemy vessels. It was not without incident, as one 
correspondent described after the sinking of the Turkish 
transport Nagara: 

“Not a hundred yards away, the conning tower and grey deck 
of a submersible rose slowly out of the placid waters. As it 
neared the Nagara the American who was the only one on 
board who could speak English, was hastily appointed 
interpreter. When the submarine came awash four men 
appeared from the steel interior. One wore a white sweater. 
Using his hands as a megaphone he hailed the Nagara. 
“Who are you?. . . ’m going to sink you.’ 

““Can we get off?’ piped the journalist. 

“*Yes, and be quick about it.’ 

‘A boat was hurriedly lowered and everybody got in. Then 
the submarine steamed slowly, nearer the transport, then 
stopped. Suddenly a bubbling line, like the wake of a racing 
shark, ran from the bow of E11. Then a deep, prolonged roar 
shook the waters. A sheet of orange flame appeared where the 
transport lay. When the morning breeze swept this away bits of 
blackened wreckage marked what had once been the Nagara.’ 


The E.11 did not always escape so lightly. The following 
extract from Stories of Famous Submarines recounts her 
engagement with a Turkish troopship: 

‘““. Then came disaster. The E.11’s gun had fired a dozen 
rounds when the gunlayer was suddenly thrown backwards 
into the sea; he was fished out little the worse, but the gun was 
in a bad way. The upper part of the mounting had been 
fractured by the recoil, and the wonder was that the weapon 
had not followed the gunlayer overboard. Without a gun, the 
E.11 could not carry out her mission of harrassing land 
communications. 


Nasmith sent for Chief Engine-room Artificer Allen, 
who examined the damaged metal and grunted ina non- 
committal way, as Chief ERAs tend to do. Then the gun 
was lashed securely so that the E.J] could submerge if 
necessary and Nasmith set course for a little frequented 
part of the Sea of Marmora. There Allen and his team 
succeeded in repairing the gun. The job might not have 
been approved by a naval dockyard—for one thing, the gun- 
mounting was a foot or so lower and in a moment of 
excitement it was possible for the E.17 to shell and sink 
herself—but the twelve-pounder was an effective weapon 
again. 


Nasmith was recalled on 23rd December, 1915; the E.11’s third 
and last patrol had been her longest, setting a record of forty- 
seven days at sea. Lieutenant Commander Nasmith received 
the Victoria Cross and all crew members of the E.11 were 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal

A strong 
tidal sea caused me to take more care over my position than I 
had hoped. Merchant ship completely disappeared against the 
land in the failing light ... 22.11.41. Sighted westbound 
convoy of four ships. . . gave chase at high speed and I think I 
was probably seen. Convoy scattered flashing signals with red 
lamps and the fourth ship stopped . . . fired two torpedoes at 
fourth ship. One torpedo seen to hit and a large column of 
black smoke rose from it. There was no sign of the ship four 
minutes later. . . 24.11.41. Sighted convey of four ships. . . 
attacked second ship. . . one torpedo was seen to hit from the 
bridge. Three explosions heard after 7 minutes 
Throughout the attack I had the very greatest assistance 
from L/Sig. L. Smith, O/No. D/JX 134370 who 
continued to keep me supplied with clean glasses and 
kept sight of the convoy at the same time in very bad 
visibility 25.11.41. Berthed in Polyarnoe . . . 1.3.42. Sailed 
from Lerwick ... 6.3.42 ... I could see Tirpitz was 
unescorted by surface forces. . . 18.3.42. Sighted U-Boat. . . 
Fired on 160 degs track .. . one long explosion . . . a faint 
black smoke was seen and target disappeared. I consider this 
U-Boat was destroyed Appendix | our 
disappointment at being the first to see Tirpitz—only to be out 
of range—can be imagined. . . This was Seawolf’s 25th war 
patrol and the undermentioned ratings have been with 
me throughout... L/Sig Smith...”

Losses were sadly high. . . on 24th June the sloops Auckland 
and Paramatta escorting the Pass of Balmaha once more to 
Tobruk, were attacked first by torpedo-bombers, then 
by three formations of dive-bombers, each of sixteen 
aircraft, and a few hours later yet again. The Auckland was 
sunk, and the Pass of Balmaha—badly damaged—was towed. in 
by H.M.A.S. Waterhen. This was the Waterhen’s last exploit for 
on 29th June she was sunk by bombs when once more 
proceeding to Tobruk. The carrying in of supplies nevertheless 
went on.”

Sergeant Samuel McGaw, 1838-78, born in Kirkmichael, 
Ayrshire enlisted into the Black Watch and saw service during 
the Indian Mutiny; during The Ashantee War McGaw’s 
Regiment marched 180 miles from Cape Coast Castle to the 
capital of Ashantee, prior to the battle at Amoaful. A 
contemporary later described how “. . . for nearly eight hours 
the savage Ashantees withstood the combined movements of 
our troops, and it seems that as a last attempt to turn the foe 
from his bush and forest lair the 42nd was ordered to advance 
.. . the section of sixteen men with McGaw at their head, 
went on and on through hundreds and thousands of the 
foe, and although wounded and bleeding, he yet dauntlessly 
accompanied his section. . .” 

McGaw was presented with the Victoria Cross by the Queen at 
Osborne House on 20th April, 1874 and soon after received “‘a 
purse filled with sovereigns” from the gentlemen of 
Kilmarnock in recognition of his courage 

Queen Victoria had expressed the wish that McGaw would “‘be 
long spared” to wear his decoration but it was not to be. Four 
years later when The Royal Highlanders were serving in 
Cyprus, McGaw caught a fever and died in Larnaca on 22nd 


July, 1878

Fire-damp appeared to 
be spreading in the gate, since, at about 8 p.m. a fireman set off 
from the level to see what the men were doing up the gate and 
found that his lamp was extinguished at about 20 yards from 
the level. Between this time and about mid-night, full rescue 
apparatus became available and the bodies were recovered, 
efforts at rescue were made by a succession of men, some of 
whom themselves collapsed and thereby added to the task of 
later rescuers: of these one, Mr. Walmsley the Under- 
Manager, himself lost his life, thus bringing the death roll to 
four. In these operations the brothers Booker were 
outstanding. Each of them forced his way up to the gate on four 
or five separate occasions, and they were jointly or severally 388 
responsible for extricating four earlier rescuers who had 


succumbed to the gas; all of these survived except Mr. A Rare Lapies GEORGE Cross To Miss E. J. TOWNSEND, 
Walmsley the Under-Manager. On all of these occasions the reverse officially inscribed ‘‘Miss Emma José Townsend,

Miss Emma 
José Townsend of Portlemouth, Devon, who was visiting her 
sister at the hospital, heard cries of ‘Help’, and went into the 
ward. She showed great courage in closing with Yeoman and 
trying to prevent him from killing the boy. In the struggle 
Yeoman struck her with the barrel of the gun and cut her head 
open. The boy died two days later and Yeoman was arrested 
and detained in a criminal lunatic asylum”

The following extract is taken from The Royal Navy, A History 
1857-1900 by W. L. Clowes: “Earlier in the day a hospital had 
been established behind a ridge of rocks near the centre of the 
plateau. The enemy crowned the rocks, and fired upon all 
indiscriminately, shooting down a doctor while he was caring 
for the wounded. Perceiving how things had gone, Surgeon 
Mahon, who but lately had quitted Romilly in order to cross to 
the hospital, returned to his Commander’s side, and, to save 
further slaughter of the wounded and non-combatants, hoisted 
a white flag. All the fugitives, however, were not then clear of 
the top, and firing continued on the summit. To avoid the 
bullets, Mahon and Assitant Sick-Berth Attendant Bevis, 
who was with him, lay down till the plateau was clear of 
their flying friends, and until the enemy was within a few 
paces from them. When they rose, they were not molested, 
and were suffered to carry poor Romilly to the hospital from 
the point where he had lain sheltered on the south-west front. 

Throughout that afternoon and the following night Mahon 
remained on the mountain, seeking out and attending to the 
wounded, and receiving much kindly help from the enemy. He 
took upon himself to send four blue-jacket prisoners to carry 
Romilly back to camp; but, soon after they had started, they 
were ordered back by the enemy, the result being that the 
unfortunate Commander had to lie in the open during the 
whole of the wet, dark, and chilly night of the 27th. At 6 a.m. 
on the 28th, Lieutenant Cochran came up from camp with a 
burial party, and with stretchers and medical comforts. Of the 
fifty-three men who were buried on the summit, ten belonged 
to the Naval Brigade. . . . Mahon who reached camp at5 p.m. 
on the 28th, with five ambulances full of wounded, behaved 
throughout with magnificent devotion and gallantry, and was 
specially promoted. In the opinion of all those who were left on 
the fatal hill, he deserved the Victoria Cross”’ 


Sick Berth Attendant William Bevis, served with The 
Naval Brigade during The First Boer War and was awarded the 
Conspicuous Gallantry Medal for his bravery in company with 
Surgeon Mahon during Sir George Colley’s withdrawal from 
Majuba Hill. 

Bevis was actually recommended for the Victoria Cross but 
the G.O.C., Natal, Major General Sir Evelyn Wood turned 
down the recommenation with a terse letter to the Horse 
Guards “Sir, I have carefully perused the whole of the enclosed 
correspondence relative to the conduct of Surgeon Mahon and Sick 
Berth Attendant Bevis and the opinion I have formed therefrom is that 
the circumstances do not justify me in recommending either Surgeon 
Mahon, or Bevis for the distinction of the Victoria Cross; if Surgeon 
Mahon, and Bevis had been soldiers I would have suggested that the 
surgeon should be commended for his praiseworthy conduct, and that 
the man should receive the Distinguished Service Medal. . .” 

It is strange that Sir Evelyn Wood did not wish to confirm 
the recommendation, so strongly had Commodore Sir 
Frederick Richards made it “... I submit herewith for the 
consideration of my Lords a copy of a letter which I had the honor to 
address to His Excellency General Sir Evelyn Wood K.C.B., V.C. 
who succeeded to the Command of His Majesty’s Forces in 
Natal... . Their Lordships will observe that in accordance with 
etiquette, and also with reference to the statutes of the Order of the 
Victoria Cross I made a submission to them relative to honours when 
reporting on the meritorious conduct of Surgeon Mahon and W. Bevis, 


but being satisfied myself that both have fairly earned the distinction of 


the Victoria Cross, I beg most respectfully to submit by opinon to their 
Lordships with a view to the question being referred to General Sir 
Evelyn Wood in case my letter may have miscarried . . .” 

It was to no avail, their Lordships concluded against Bevis. 
Commodore Richards was informed on 30th January, 1882 
“Bevis having been already advanced is not to be further promoted, but 
to be given the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal’. Further details 
(A.DM.1.6572) of the controversy accompany the lot.

Sergeant Douglas Edward Webb, born 1922; enlisted into 
the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve as an air gunner; posted 
to 49 Squadron (Lancasters), Scampton August, 1942 and as 
Mid upper gunner flew on operations to targets including 
Duisburg, Wismar, Osnabruck and Cologne. 

Wing Commander Guy Gibson, who was planning the 
dams raid, demanded only the best aircrew to train in low level 
cross country flying and Webb was posted to the newly formed 
617 Squadron, April 1943. He now trained as both mid upper 
and front gunner in the Lancaster ““O for Orange’”’ piloted by 
Flight Sergeant W. C. Townsend 


“O for ORANGE” —THE DAMS RAID 

On the night of the Mohne and Eder raids, May 16th, 1943, 
Townsend’s crew were detailed to attack the Ennepe dam at the 
same time, thus creating a diversion from the main attack. 
They were given a second set of instructions; if either of the 
main targets was not destroyed, ““O for Orange” was to attack 
the Mohne or Eder dam if necessary. Townsend took off, 
therefore, not knowing his final destination and scraped a 
boundary hedge in the process. ““O for Orange” arrived over 
the enemy coast at 01.30 and was soon caught by searchlights 
and heavy flak. Pilot Officer Howard, the navigator, thought 
the end had come, but Townsend was equal to the task and 
“threw that heavily laden Lancaster around like a Tiger Moth”’. 
Townsend’s skill at an altitude of only 100 feet undoubtedly 
saved the lives of his crew who now received radio 
confirmation that the Ennepe was indeed their target 

However, thick mist now complicated the operation and 
despite Townsend taking four run ins, the bouncing bombs 
exploded short, leaving the dam intact. With dawn breaking 
“O for Orange” headed home. Unfortunately when over 
Texel enemy gunners saw the Lancaster reflected against the 
rising sun and opened up. Again it was Townsend’s low flying 
through the flak which saved the day, but “O for Orange” was 
still forced to take a diversion. At this point one engine was 
feathered due to a faulty oil gauge indication and, flying low 
over the North Sea, the Lancaster limped back, landing 
“downward into the sun” on three engines. The last aircraft 
from ‘“‘Operation Chastise”’ had now arrived home. 

Webb summarised the events years later: ““The fact is that if | 
had not ‘borrowed’ an extra 1,000 rounds for each gun and re- 
armed while flying I would have had no ammunition for the

The Nicaraguan campaign of 1857 was fought by the allied 
forces of Honduras, El Salvador, Guatemala and Costa Rica 
against the Nicaraguan army commanded by William 
Walker, an adventurer from Tennessee. Walker arrived in 
Nicaragua in 1855 with an expedition from the United 
States and with only 57 men captured Granada, and elected 
himself president. Whilst the United States recognised the 
new regime in 1856, Walker fell out with his financial 
backers in New York, who decided on his downfall and 
despatched agents to form a coalition from Nicaragua’s 
neighbouring republics. Four countries now invaded 
Nicaragua with the aim of expelling Walker. On 1st May, 
1857 he surrendered to the U.S. Navy and left the country. 
Walker’s subsequent attempts to seize power in Granada 
came to nothing and during his last journey to Nicaragua he 
was arrested and shot by the Honduras Government, 1860

the Order’s provenance, two photographs of von 
Ribbentrop’s captured insignia, and a postcard sent to 
Umhausen on 10th April, 1945 (2) 


The Star has two interesting features: 

(a) Two retaining pins have been fixed to the reverse of the 
star. This refinement was added at von Ribbentrop’s 
request, and similar pins have been noted on other stars 
formerly in his possession. 

In 1912 the revised statutes of the Order decreed that the 
diamonds should be moved from the sash Badge to the 
Breast Star. In order to conform with this new 
regulation the diamond crosses from a small number of 
19th century Badges were incorporated into post-1912 
style Stars. This accounts for the very low Chancery 
number on the reverse of von Ribbentrop’s Star. The 
insignia is therefore not only of great historical 
importance, but is also a great rarity in its own right. 
This is the first time a diamond-set star of this type has 
been offered at public auction.

PROVENANCE: 

Captain Howard E. Goldsmith Jr., 71st Infantry, 6th U.S. 
Army, retrieved over 100 items of von Ribbentrop’s uniform 
and insignia, including the Order of the Dannebrog, from the 
village of Umhausen in the Austrian Alps, 5th May, 1945. These 
were retained by him, and were exhibited in The General 
Moore Reserve Armoury, Texas, in 1964. Since 1971 the 
Order has been in the collection of Robert J. Sadlek of Chicago 


The following extract is taken from the Lubbock Avalanche 
Journal, 15th September, 1966: 

“Capt. Howard Goldsmith Jr., now a resident of College 
Station, was commanding Co. E, 71st Infantry, 4th Division, 
6th Army Corps, 7th U.S. Army. 

His unit had pushed into Bavaria and was given the task of 
swinging south to track the fleeing Nazis through the snow and 
glaciers of the Alps. 

Co. E reached Umhausen, an Austrian village that pre-war 
tourist brochures used to boast of fresh mountain air, beautiful 
waters and breathtaking views. 

A long war was coming to an end. Goldsmith’s men hadn’t 
relaxed in months. Only half his men were needed nightly to 
patrol the icy slopes and peaks. The other half, deserved warm 
beds, clean sheets and good food. 

‘It was a chance,’ Goldsmith said, ‘for my men to start living 
like human beings again.’ 

He secured five hotels in Umhausen, making sure there was 
a bed available for every off-duty soldier. 


Something Wrong 

All was in order except at the Hotel Krone, one of the larger 
establishments, where there was only one bed for every two 
men. 

Goldsmith, a native of Pocatello, Idaho, began inspecting 
the three-story Krone to see what was wrong. 

The English-speaking hotel owner, accompanying 
Goldsmith, broke into a nervous sweat as they started up to the 
third floor. He tried to block the stairs but the captain, not a 
small man, brushed him aside and went on. 

The third floor rooms were filled with trunks, suitcases and 
boxes. Goldsmith told the owner to move it all to some other 
location so beds could be set up. 

The owner refused. He said he was storing it for some people 
who would be most upset if it were touched. 

Gold Plate 

Goldsmith’s eye caught a glint of sunlight off a gold plate at 
one end of a room. He looked closer and the plate read: “Le 
Louvre, Paris.’ 

He turned to the owner and the man refused to say what the 
collection of trunks and luggage contained. 

‘I put my submachine gun under his neck and asked him 
again. Then he told.’ 

Goldsmith had stumbled upon one of the greatest troves of 
looted treasure to be found in the war. 

At his feet were the personal possessions, many stolen, of 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, German foreign minister. 

Frau Ribbentrop had fled the third-floor retreat only hours 
earlier. She carried away what goods she could manage but the 
great bulk remained. 

Goldsmith quickly put a detail of guards on the find and 
notified higher authority. Then he inspected the loot. 

Included in the boxes were numerous files, neatly catalogued 
with German precision, of high state papers. 

Goldsmith said in a recent interview that some of the 
documents were used as evidence against Ribbentrop in the 
Nuremberg tribunals. 

Ribbentrop was captured in Hamburg in June 1945. In the 
first war crimes trial in August, he, Hermann Goering and 10 
others were sentenced to death for crimes against humanity. 
Ribbentrop was hanged at Nuremberg Oct. 16. 

Goldsmith described the contents of the boxes and trunks: 

‘There was one large room filled with filing cabinets full of 
very precise, orderly documents of all sorts of Nazi activities; 
pictures of Hitler and other officials at government affairs; 
scores of paintings by such masters as Renoir, Van Gogh and 
Manet; 

‘British-made suits, 34 in all, with two of each style; 34 
resplendent Nazi uniforms; a 24-piece silver service for 200 
persons; rooms full of nothing but champagnes, English Gin, 
wines and 100-year-old brandies (Ribbentrop had been a wine 
salesman before the war); sculpture and etchings from 
Europe’s grandest museums.’ 

There was also a collection of rings, jewelry, daggers, 
sabers, pistols, mauser rifles, flags, Nazi banners and personal 
embassy sashes. 

Frau Ribbentrop left behind hundreds of gowns and dresses 
and 300 pairs of French-made shoes. 

Goldsmith was allowed to keep the medals and 
pendants, and several uniforms and pistols as personal 
mementos. He still has them, locked away in a bank 
vault.” 
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Joachim von Ribbentrop, 1893-1946, became German 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1938, having demonstrated his 
abilities by justifying Lebensraum to Europe’s Ambassadors in 
Berlin. In reality von Ribbentrop was unpopular both at home 
and abroad. The British Ambassador in Berlin, Sir Nevile 
Henderson, described him as “‘aping Herr Hitler at his worst”, 
and Ciano, Italy’s Foreign Minister, found him “vain, 
frivolous, and loquacious.” 


Ribbentop’s award of The Dannebrog in 1941 is the more 
unusual when the background to its bestowal is considered. 
Denmark had considerable tactical importance, both for the 
allies, and for the Axis powers. For the allies it was a possible 
base from which to conduct operations in the Baltic. As such 
Hitler could not allow the possibility of Danish neutrality 
providing a second front in Europe. For the Germans Denmark 
was a possible “corridor” into the rest of Scandanavia. 
Accordingly on 9th April, 1940, German troops invaded and 
occupied Copenhagen. Denmark was forced to capitulate 
within 24 hours. The occupation brought conscription and 
hardship to the Danes while Hitler planned his next step in 
Scandanavia. 

In keeping with other countries’ practice, and in recognition 
of his diplomatic skill, Denmark bestowed upon von 
Ribbentrop one of the countries highest decorations. 

The occupation of Denmark threw the allies into some 
confusion. Whitehall was now unable to decide whether to 
consider Denmark an ally, a neutral, or a puppet state. It is 
noteworthy that only 467 Danes were allowed to enlist in the 
British Service. 

One such recruit, a seaman called Anders Lassen, was to 
receive the Victoria Cross, and three Military Crosses, serving 
with No.1 S.A.S. Regiment. His pledge to the British 
Government was signed by 13 other Danish refugees. “In the 
year 1941, on the 25th January, the undersigned Free Danes in 
England swore, sword in hand, to fight with their allies for 
Denmark’s liberation from a foreign yoke. 

Thereby swear that I will stay true to my king, Christian X. I 
also swear that I am ready to serve loyally whatever authority is 
working against the enemy that occupied my Fatherland. I 
swear that I will never disclose whatever military secrets are 
entrusted to me.” 

Few Danes abroad were so fortunate and, although 
technically neutral, theirs was a passive, and often frustrating, 
exile. 

As the war progressed, von Ribbentrop’s influence declined. 
Albert Speer, writing in 1949, remembers that even “such 
mutually antagonistic Party men as Goring, Rosenberg, 
Goebbels and even Bormann would for once agree whenever 
the talk turned to Ribbentrop. All regarded him as haughty, 
stupid, a fool who wanted to do everything himself. . . In the 
corridor today I happened to overhear Dénitz saying that 
Ribbentrop was the person really responsible for the war . . .”
